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Upland Planners Take Lead in Asking 
For Traffic Lights Urgently Needed 


’ The Upland planning commission has started what 
could become a “snowball” for the installation of urgently- 
needed automatic lights on Foothill boulevard at the Euclid 
and Campus avenue intersections. Its recommendation to 
the city council was firm in its demand and positive in its 
‘tone which, apparently, is what may be needed to provide 
Upland with the safety measures that it must have as soon 
as possible. 

The council has repeatedly asked the state, through the 
district engineer in San Bernardino, for traffic lights both at 
Campus and Euciid. Finally, after much delay, a promise 
last summer that the lights would be installed at Euclid 
was made but not a word about Campus except the im- 
plication that it was not considered a good safety measure. 

The city government of Upland, as well as the majority 
of the. people, are convinced that automatic lights are needed 
at Campus as well as at Euclid. An honest effort by Upland 
councilmen to take the matter virtually in their own hands 
failed when the wavy lines that were painted on Foothill 
were removed by the district highway engineer and a bill 
for the expense sent to the city of Upland. 

The planners have “picked up the ball” again on the 
maiter of traffic lights for the two dangerous intersections 
on Foothill. The council can again try to impress state 
highway engineers with the urgency of the request but with 
how much success we don’t know. In the past, the “experts” 
in San Bernardino just didn’t seem to see any necessity for 
ily repeated requests. Perhaps if enough local residents, 
particularly those near the Campus intersection, would be- 
come active again in their demands, there might be some 
hope. It seems as if the state highway department needs to 
be reminded frequently.

Making Industria 


Enlisting the cooperation of 
the Ontario and Upland cham- 
'bers of commerce, the U. S. Bu- 
reau of the Census has announc- 
ed that a questionnaire will be 
mailed to all manufacturing 
tablishments in the West 
this month. 

The bureau is seeking a com- 
plete, clear picture of the cur- 
rent industrial situation in Pa- 
cific coast state, recording the 
vast changes which have occur- 
red since 1939, according to J. 
C. Capt, census bureau director. 

The questionnaire, which will 
be mailed to all United States 
manufacturers was developed 
;with the aid of industry in a ser- 
ies of conferences over the last 
three years. Information will be 
obtained on production, employ- 
ment, wages, materials consum- 
ed, expenditures for plant and 
equipment, inventories, and re- 
lated items. 

Since the 1947 Census of Man- 
ufactures is being conducted pri- 
marily by mail, Director Capt urg- 
ed all manufacturers to return 
their completed questionnaires 
promptly in order to speed up the 
availability of the results and 
keep the costs down. ‘Follow- 
ups by mail, telegram, and visits 
by field personnel are _ costly,’ 
Director Capt said. “Coopera- 
tion by manufacturers in mailing 
their questionnaires promptly will 
cut costs as well as speed pub- 
lication of the results. Early 
publication of the results of the 
1947 Census of Manufactures will 
enhance their value and give busi- 
ness vital information badly need- 
ed to meet current conditions.” 
Director Capt pointed out that 
reporting in the Census of Man- 
ufactures, which dates back to 
1810, is mandatory. He empha- 
sized that the same law which 
requires reporting also requires 
that all individual reports and
